caused by the accum ulation of rain 


d’ops that fall over the entire w ater­ 


shed. 
To control the w a t e r 
from 


flooding, structures must be installed 


w ithin the watershed, at suitable lo ­ 


cations, where water can be stored 


and released at a slow enough 
ra te 


not to overflow the creeks. 


Congress h as authorized the S o i l 


Conservation Service to 
w o r k 
in 


small watersheds. 
This is known as 


the Public Law-566, Sm all W a te t - 


shed A ct. 
The area in a watershed 


cannot be in excess of 
250,000 
a- 


cres to be classified as a small w a­ 
tershed. 


The Seco Creek W atershed is an 


example of tile small watershed pro­ 


tection program.
